On Wednesday, August 3 1, 201 1, at approximately 0138 hours, a unit from the Sixth District reported hearing a 
gunshot in the vicinity of^H Fie,d P' ace NE Washington DC. Officers checked the area but were unable to 



locate avictim or any other evidence. Shotspotter technology also recorded the sound of a single gunshot in the 
rear of Hj| Field PL, Northeast and a Sound of Gunshots report was prepared. 

On August 31, 2011, at approximately 0432 hours, Prince George's County Fire Department responded to 80.3 
Balsamtree Place, Capitol Heights, Md 20743 for a report of a vehicle on fire. Prince George's County Fire 
Department located a 2001 black Lincoln Town Car on fire. Fire Department personnel extinguished the fire and 
found a body located in the trunk. Prince George's County Homicide detectives were notified and assumed the 
investigation. The body was transported to the Office of the Chief Medical Examiner in Baltimore Maryland 
where an autopsy was performed. The decedent was later identified as Antwain F,Hsha Henderson, a black male, 
DOB 03-15-1977. The cause of death was determined to be a gunshot wound to the head and the manner of death 
was determined to be a homicide. 



On September 6, 201 1 your affiant interviewed the defendant SEAN HAWKINS who provided information in 
reference to this Homicide. At the time of the interview the defendant had a pending criminal matter in an 
unrelated incident. The defenda nt stat ed that he was present when the victim, Antwain Henderson, was shot 
outside the residence located at II Field Place, Northeast Washington DC. The defendant identified the 
shooter as "Ozzie" who's true identity is known to law e nforce ment. This subject "Ozzie" will be hereinafter 
referred to as co-defendant #1 The defendant reported fhat KlM Field Place, NE, is known to be owned by co- 
defendant #l's mother. The defendant ha s bee n to this address on several prior occasions. The defendant was 
shown a photo of the residence known a^^| Field Place NE Washington DC and he positively identified this 
residence as the location where the decedent was shot. 



Defendant HAWKINS reported that co-defendant #1 and the decedent had been arguing when co-defendant #1 
pulled a handgun from his waist area and shot the decedent in the head. The decedent immediately fell to the

ground and became unconscious. The defendant stated that after the decedent fell to the ground, he removed a .40 
caliber handgun from the decedent's waistband. Defendant HAWKINS reported that he, and other co-defendants 
dragged the decedent inside the above-described residence to avoid detection by police. The defendant reported 
that after die decedent was dragged inside the location, he was still breathing as he heard the decedent making a 
"snoring''' like sound. The defendant then noticed that the decedent stopped breathing only after being inside the 
house for some time. According to defendant Hawkins, the decedent remained inside the residence for at least an 
hour while MPD officers canvassed the area. During this time, the defendant was also inside the residence. 
Defendant HAWKINS stated he assisted with carrying the decedent inside the residence, cleaning up any visible 
debris with blood from the decedent, placing the decedent inside trash bags, and carrying the decedent outside, 
and placing the decedent into his own vehicle which he described as a black Lincoln Town Car. 

According to defendant HAWKINS, co-defendant #1 planned to drive the decedent's vehicle into Maryland and 
set the vehicle and decedent on fire. Co-defendant #1 told another co-defendant, whose identity is also known to 
law enforcement, to leave and retrieve gasoline. This co-defendant will be hereinafter referred to as co-defendant 
#2. Co-defendant #2 responded back with a yellow antifreeze style container with gasoline. When they could not 
find the decedent's car keys co-defendant #1 asked co-defendant #2 to retrieve a tow truck, believed to be owned 
and operated by co-defendant #2, to transport the vehicle into Maryland. Co-defendant #2 left and responded 
back with a tow truck. The decedent's vehicle was attached to the tow truck by co-defendant# 1 and co- 
defendant #2. Defendant HAWKINS reported he did not go with them but stated that he did know that the intent 
was to burn the decedent's vehicle and the decedent. 

Defendant HAWKINS stated that garbage bags and white latex gloves were used to dispose of the decedent, as 
well as, to dispose of any bloodstained debris from both outside and inside the residence. The defendant stated 
that Ozzie and others picked up dirt and wood beams outside where the victim's blood was visible. This dirt and 
wood beams were also disposed of utilizing the garbage bags. According to the defendant, the garbage bags that 
were used came from a box of "industrial" style garbage bags that were stored inside the above-described 
residence. The gloves that were used came from a box of gloves that were also slorcd inside the above-described 
residence. W^l states that after disposing of the decedent and other items, the box of garbage bags and white 
latex gloves remained in the residence. 

As the investigation progressed, a DC Superior Court Search Warrant was granted, to process (^Field Place, 
NE, Washington DC, for physical and forensic evidence. On September 11 and 14, 201 1, the search warrant was 
executed. Your affiant assisted in this search warrant. Several items consistent with W-l's account were 
recovered from within the residence and tested for the presence of Deoxyribonucleic Acid (DNA). 

On Thursday March 1, 2012, this affiant received a report from the forensic biology analyst who examined 
evidence recovered in this investigation. In that report, the analyst noted that a physical item of evidence 
recovered in the search warrant contained the presence of blood. That item was further analyzed and the blood 
detected was a positive Deoxyribonucleic acid (DNA) match for the decedent (Antwain Henderson). 

Based on the above listed facts and circumstances this affiant believes probable exists and respectfully requests a 
DC Superior Court arrest warrant be issued charging SEAN DONNELLE HAWKINS with this offense.
